Remains Brought Here and 
Shipped to DAwson. 



Intelligence was received here 
Sunday of the sudden death of Mr. 
W. B. Massie at his hon\e, near La- 
fayette, that morning. The particu. 
lars of his dAith as learned were as 
follows: 

Mr. Massie was in the yard at his 
home one and a half miles from La- 
fayette, and was standing on a small 
heap when he, as is suijposeil, 
had an attack of verti^^o and sud- 
denly fell backward. His lioad 
struck a medium pized piece of 
wood, crushing the back part of the 
.skull. We have not ascertained 
how long he lived aft#r his fall, but 
doubtless his (Jeath was sudden, as 
his neck was found' to be broken 
after an examination. He was one 
of the heavieat men in the county 
for his height, weighing over 300 
pounds. Three children, a soji and 
two daughters survive him. His 
remains were brought to this city 
and sent by express to Dawson 
Springs for burial, his wife having 
been buried there several .years ag'o. 
He was about 65 years cff age. 

Mr. Massie was a soldier in the 
Confederate wni.y, being a member 
of Co. A 2d Regiment, in Command 
of Col. l!ben>»8 G. Woodard, Capt.

While his regiment 
was in pursuit of the scattered forc- 
es of Gen. Stoneman, Mr. Maai fe 'lte t 
ceived a wound at Jug Tavern.

)ne of his limbs, which, with his 
corpulency, made locomotion quite 
difficult and unfitted him from doing 
usual amount of farm work. 
He was always cheerful and was one 
of the best known men in the coun- 
ty.
